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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 02/20/2009 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 3, 7 and 15 are pending and being acted upon presently. 

Claims 2, 4-6 and 8-14 have been canceled previously. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

As indicated previously, the claimed methods of inducing apoptosis in an activated T cell 
with anti-CTLA4 antibodies appear to be free of the prior art. Accordingly, the instant claims 
are deemed allowable. 

The terminal disclaimer, filed on 02/20/2009, disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
6,719,972 has been reviewed and are accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded.
